Jat'ob Miller wan born in Wnrtemberg, Ger- 
many, May 2d, and died at hia home in 
laat Fourth atraat, this eity. at 0 o'elook yaa- 
terday moniag, after a protraetad aad patefal 
illness. 

Whan elaven years old ha cama with his 
parenta to this country, landing at Baltimore 

in 1830,the family going direct to Re.iver county, 
Fa., whera he learned the trade of carpenter. 

Thii taak fiakriiad ha went out fato tha world 
to win his own way, and from 1838 to 1842 he 
was in the then Republic of Texas, a part of 
the time in ita military service. 

Rataniaff hoBM, July 18th. 1848, he married 
Miss Freelove Cox, and for nearly .sixty years 
they trod life's pathway together— a devoted, 
happy pair,— Ifra. Millar dying a year or ao 
ago. 

To them were born eight children, four of 
whom survive— Jacob L. of Aogusta,Mrs.Maggie 
D. Stuaser and Cbarlea F. Millar of CiBclDaati, 
and Mrs. Annie E. Means of this city. 

In 1848 Mr. Miller made Maysville his home, 
and here he lived a life that has left its impress 
on all who wore fortunate in hia acquaintance

"Covington, Ky., August 24th, 1904.— 7)mr Sir: The 
condition of affairs in the Republican party in the 
Eleventh Pictrict, growing out of the contest for the nom- 
ination for Congress, is causing great and constantly in- 
creasing concern, not only to the Republicana of that Dis- 
trict, but throughout the entire state of Ksntacky, and 
demands prompt and decisive action.

desire to produce.

A duplicate ot this letter has been sent to the 
other Kepublican Congressional candidate from the 
Eleventh District. 

"Kindly answer at once by wire at my expense. Re-
